LEON McCORD | 


BADLY BEATEN| 


Attacked by P. B. Steph- 
ens, A Money Lender. 


— 


Leon McCord, associate mem- 
ber of the Alabama Railroad Com- 
mission, was assaulted and bruised 
abont the face and head by P. B. 
Stephens, a Montgomery Money 
lender, 10 o’clock Monday night 
on Dexter Avenue. Governor 
Emmet O’Neal, with whom Mr. 
McCord had taken supper a few 
miputes previously; witnessed a 
part of the difficulty and assisted 
in separating the two men. 

Mr. McCord was attacked as he 
came out of the swinging doors 
of Fitzpatrick’s Cafe. Eye-wit- 
nesses said that his assailant was 
waiting at the door and after seiz- 
ing the vollar of Mr. McCord’s 
coat struck hima stunning blow 
onthe head. He followed this 
with several blows on the head 
and face, Mr. McCord grappled 
with his assailant and the two 
men struggled on until they fell 
on the sidewalk, when Governor 
O’Neal and Patrolman Claude 
McRee hurriea up and seperated 
the two men. Stephens was ar- 
rested and formal cases were dock- 
sted against both him and Mc- 
Cord. Governor O’Neal accom- 
panied Mr. McCord to police 
headquarters. 

Stephens was tried Tuesday af- 
ternoon before recorder Ludlow 
Elmore on the charge of assault 
and battery, and fined $50 and 
costs,

Negro Pythians of Alabama will 
be compelled to hunt a pow fame, 
new banners, eusigns, emblems 
and mottoes, under a decision of 
the Alabama supreme court Thurs- 
day affirming the decision of 
Special Chancellor J. M, Chilton, 
of Montgomury, which virtually 
enjoins the negro grand lodge of 
Knights of Pythias from using 
the name of the Caucasian Grand 
Lodge of Kuights of Pythias of 
Alabama. The proceedings were 
entered by the white grand lodge 
in the chancery court of Mont- 
gomery, and Judge Chilton was 
designated to sit hevause of the 
inccmpetency of Cancelor L. D. 
Gardner, who isa Pythian, Judge 
Chilton overruled the demurrerg 
of the negro lodga, thereby gsus- 
taining tho bill and its prayer. 

The negro fraternal order} is 
known as the Grand Lodge Koights 
ot Pythias, of North and South 
America,and many other coun-« 
tries on the globe. The decision 
of the supreme court will bo of 
interest to the thousands of Pyth- 
ians throughout Alabama who 
have been deeply interested in the 
efforts to restrain the negroes 
from using their name and other 
insignia. The point made by the 
white Pythians was that for both 
organizations to have the same 
name, banners, etc., meant con- 
fusion, and the white lodge, hay- 
ing Leen incorporated long ahead 
of the negro lodge; had precedence.

The new pension law, under 
which {Alabama veterans will 
hereafter receive their pensions is 
of doubtful value to the needy 
among the old soldiers. Undar 
the new law the list of pensioners 
willbe s9 largely increased that 
it seems impossible for the spe- 
cial peirsion fund to pay the vet- 
erans what they have been accus- 
tomed to reeeive from the state. 

The last pension act approved 
April 24 1911, raises the property 
qualification, Under the old law 
no veteran who had property val- 
ued at more than $500, or who 
was in receipt ofa salary of $25 a 
month could draw a pension, Un- 
der the new law there 1s no salary 
qualification, aud each pensioner 
is permitted to own $2,000 worth 
of property. Moreover, the roe- 
strictions in regard to pensioners 
ot the first class have been so en- 
larged that all veterans who are 
80 years of age will be entitled to 
& pension of the first class regard- 
less of their physical or financial 


| condition. 


Tux CoJlector Charles B. Teas- 
ley, who is well qualified to speak 
on these matters, is of the opin- 
ion that the new law will result 
1n an increase in the numcer of 
pensioners of from 20 to 40 per 
cent. Such an increase will mean

~ BAPTISTS GATHER. 


To Attend Three Big Conventions of 


Denomination in Philadelphia. 


Baptists from many lands will as- 
semble in Philadelphia this week to 


attend three big conventions to con- 
sider denominational matters and to 
promote unity and efficiency in efforts 
to evangelize the world. 

The northern Baptist ‘convention, 
representing more than a million and 
a quarter Baptists in northern United 
States, holds a six-day meeting. The 
general convention of the Baptists of 
North America, representing the en- 
tire United States and Canada, will 
hold a single session on June 19. The 
Baptist World Alliance will open its 
sessions on June 19, and will meet 
daily until the 25th. The last meet- 
ing of the latter body was held in Lon- 
don in 1905. 

In the three conventions some of 
the best known Baptists in the world 
are expected to speak. Chief interest 
is expected to center in the visit of 
the foreign delegations, consisting of 
about 300 from Great Britain and 
about 100 from the continent. 


TO APPOINT EVANS. 


Will Be Named Adjutant General of 
Georgia Guard. 

Gen. Clement A. Evans, prison com- 
missioner, former commander-in-chief 
of the United Confederate Veterans, is 
to be appointed adjutant general of 
the Georgia national guard as soon as 
Goy.-elect Hoke Smith goes into’the 
executive office. 

Gov, Smith himself made the pros- 
pective appointment public Friday 
morning, confirming the rumors which 
have been current since last Saturday 
that Gen. A. J. Scott, present adjutant 
general, would not be reappointed. 

In his statement publishing the fact, 
Gov. Smith says he offered the posi- 
tion of adjutant general to Gen. Evans 
four years ago—which was when Gov. 
Smith went into office for his first 
term-—but that the general declined it 
then. The governor states that he has 
again tendered the position to Gen. 
Evans, and that the general has 
agreed to accept it. 

This creates a vacancy in the prison 
commission. As to who will fill it, 
Gov. Smith is silent.

Hlba was a town of two to three 
hundred people in 1897. The 
first news of importance that was 
published by The Clipper was the 
announcement that & contrac’ 
had been let fort’ 9 building of 
the South-Western Alabama Rail- 
road, froma point near Newton 
to Elka. This contract was let 
to the late W. F. Vandiver, of 
Montgomery, who sub-let 16 to 
Abercrombie & Williams. Nego- 
tiations about the procuring of a 
railroad for Elba had been in pro- 
gress for several years.

cision to build a railroad, but 
every body in and near Elba was 
very happy over the occurrence.

There were great hopes for Elba 
in those days. No one here would 
have swapped property for sim1- 
lar property at Troy or Dothan. 
Elba was to be the metropolis of 
the Wire-Grass. The town was 
certain to grow, no one dcubted 
that. The two young men who 
set up The Clipper had little 
doubt but that they would be 
running a daily inside a short 
time. Cotton mills were the main 
thing we Elba people dreamed of 
in those days, cotton mulls that 
would come from Col. Guyt. Mc- 
Lendon, Mr. Plant or J. W. Co- 
mer, or some one, we felt sure.

Along in the summer of 1897 
Capt. A.J. Smith, Col. J. W. 
Comer, H. M. Comer and others 
passed through Hlba ona ‘thack,”’ 
They spent the night at the old 
Elba Hotel. We all knew that 
H.M. Comer, who was then the 
President of the Central Railroad, 
was viewing ont a way to bring 
the Central Railroad into Elba, 
and was also down to take stock 
with his brothers, J. W. Comer 
and J, F. Comer, in a million dol- 
Jar cotton mill. H.M. Comer 
was, besides being president of 
the Central, a millionaire cotton 
mill magnate. J. W. Com>r was 
purchasing agent of the Central, 
and they were brothers of An i, 
Comer, then a large owner of Elba 
real estate and river frontage, 
since largely acquired by J. W. 
Comer. ‘Comer’? was a big word 
to people of Elba long before the 
vise of the political star of a mem- 
ber of that family.
